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HE great and outstanding importance of the Spencer Collection, and of the 
fund provided for its maintenance and growth, lies in the opportunity 
ven to The New York Public Library to acquire fine and significant examples of 
ook illustration. That is clearly set forth in the will of the donor, the late 
illiam Augustus Spencer : 

“Tn short it is my wish, if the Trustees of The New York Public 
Library accept this bequest, that they form a collection thereby in- 
creasing the bequest made in the eighth clause of this my Last Will 
and Testament, of the finest illustrated books that can be procured, of 
any country and in any language . . . thus constituting a collection 
representative of the arts of illustration and bookbinding.” 


There is more in that statement and set of instructions, perhaps, than is super- 
cially apparent. 

~The history of book illustration is synchronous with the history of the printed 
sook. It is a record of about five centuries of drawing and engraving, rich in 
variety of styles, rich also in related suggestions. For illustration implies not only 
the interest of design and of engraver’s craftsmanship, not only the phases of 
development and progress and retrogression of the art through centuries of 
changing ideals. Illustration is, after all, like anything else, not a thing set apart 
absolutely by itself. It has its relation first of all and obviously to the art of 
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typography. That is understood — or rather it should be, and so often is S 
But it has relations also, often very close and of the greatest interest, to all the 
other arts in its successive periods, especially painting. Beyond that, the i lus- 
trated book is a reflection of the time that saw its production. Not only in its 
evident rdle as a pictorial document recording costume, manners, customs, an 
all the other things that make up the tangible story of man’s life as the generations _ 
goon. Not only that, but also in a more subtle way, like other forms of art, like 
human activities generally, it mirrors various phases of the mental attitude of its 
period. When you have studied and enjoyed Direr’s illustrations, or Moreaw’s, 
or Menzel’s, or Daumier’s, or Darley’s if you please, or those of any other artist 
| whom you wish to specify, or

Niccolo Malermi (or Mallermi; other forms being Malerbi and Malherbi), 
born 1422, a Venetian monk, belonging to the Camaldolese order of Benedictines, 
made this translation of the Bible into Italian. It was first published in Venice in 
1471, printed by Vindelinus de Spira (Hain I: 423, no. 3150; Panzer III: 70, 
no. 27 ; Historical catalogues of printed Bibles, British and Foreign Bible Society, 
v. 2, p. 801). This “Biblia volgare istoriata” had a great popular success, a 
popularity which was probably increased by the 1490 edition, the first one to have 
illustrations. There were several editions between 1470 and this one of 1490; it 
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gars that at least ten were issued before the end of the century, and the “Nuova 
gclopedia italiana” (v. 13, 1882) tells us that twenty issues followed the first

But in the enthusiasm of historical or bibliographical or other interests it is easily 
forgotten that a thing is not good just because it is old, any more than it is good 
just because it is new. The “‘old” can easily become a halo to sanctify everything 
that has been produced in those past centuries. There were giants then, but there 
were not only giants. Fine work has been done in our time and is being done to- 
day, but the mere fact that a thing is new or different should not blind one to the 
fact that it is not good, if it is not — and how often are people blinded to the facts. 
To be “different” is not necessarily to be good; to be good is pretty sure to be 
different.

HENRY BRENGLE. SHOPE (1862-1929) 


HE death of Henry B. Shope at Bellevue, France, on September 21, at the 
ale age of 66, removed from the ranks of contemporary American etchers an 
artist of never widely heralded attainments. Three dozen of his prints, taken from 
the portfolios of the Print Room of the Public Library, and placed on exhibition — 
in Room 316 of the Library’s Central Building, give a clear view of this artist's : 
interests and accomplishment in the field of etching. It is interesting to note— 
and he does not form the only instance of the kind — that his long experience as — 
an architectural draughtsman did not lead him to put only purely architectural 
subjects on the copper. Subway trenches, lumber schooners and canal boats in the 
Erie Basin, baby carriages in Central Park, coal pockets on the East River — such 
things in New York City attracted him, besides the glamor of the high building or 
the delicate beauty of St. Thomas’s Church. And there are bits of out-of-town 
— old apple trees at Lichfield, or whatever other intimacy of nature caught his 
eye. All is set down with evident love, with quiet sureness in drawing, without 
any pose. As one critic has put it, “each plate is the expression of the artist’s 
temperament, consciously subordinated to the character of the place, and pre- 
sented with the natural reticence of an educated mind.”

PART I 

INTRODUCTION 
WN April, 1927, Worthington C. Ford published in the Proceedings of the 

Massachusetts Historical Society his “French Royal Edicts, etc., on Amer- 
ca.” That provisional list of 437 titles gave pleasure to all whose interest had 
ver been engaged by the type of publication that composed it —a serene and 
lassic type, formal in typographical design, regal in literary style, and varied, 
mportant, and often romantic in subject matter. The value of the list to students 
vas quickly recognized, and two of the libraries represented among the con- 
ributors to the present compilation began at once to check it in comparison with 
heir own collections. When it was realized that The New York Public Library 
lone, drawing principally from the extraordinary series of French administrative 
Jocuments in the Astor collection, was able to double the number of titles recorded 
n the Ford list, it was determined, with the codperation and advice of Mr. Ford, 
0 investigate the resources of other American and foreign depositories with the 
‘dea of accumulating titles and of publishing a revision of the record. 

Early in the progress of the work, it was decided that the usefulness of the 
list would be greatly increased if its scope were enlarged to include acts in printed 
collections not yet found in separately printed form. Accordingly the collections 
of French administrative documents that stand at the head of our list were 
analyzed for the purpose of extracting from them acts of this character. It was 
realized, furthermore, that convenience to the student would result if reference 
were made to chapter and page from such separately printed acts recorded in the 
list as were found reprinted in the collections. Any idea that may have been 
entertained of adding acts known to exist in manuscript form only was effectually 
dispelled by a reminder that the titles of these documents were being included 
inthe Guide to Materials for American History in the Archives and Libraries of 
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Paris, now in process of compilation by Waldo G. Leland for the Carnegie In 
stitution of Washington. Later Mr. Leland generously permitted us to add toon 
list the titles of the printed acts found in the course of his examination of the 
principal archival depositories of Paris. The list, formed in the manner and 
from the sources here indicated, contains 1302 separately printed acts, including 
variant issues and different editions, and 790 acts taken from printed collections, 

There is no means of determining the degree of completeness of this list of 
approximately 2100 titles. It is probable that most of these administrative acts, 
save those of narrow personal application, found contemporary publication in the 
separately printed form. If this list, therefore, contains 790 acts found only in th e 
general collections, it may be taken for granted that many of this group, sooner 
or later, will come to light in the separately printed form, providing new biblio- 
graphical entities in the literature of the subject. And if, as is true, the list contains 
among its separately printed acts some 250 titles not found in the general collec- _ 
tions, it is safe to assume that others of this character exist and will sometime 
appear to provide additional issues, and, what is moré important, to provide new — 
matter that might otherwise be lost to the historian. This much only can be 
said — that as the titles came in from various sources, each succeeding list or 
each general collection examined contained a smaller percentage of acts new to 
us than was found in its predecessor. The first list examined, that of the John 
Carter Brown Library, showed a total of 172 acts of which 93 were new, while in 
Leland’s Guide, the latest list examined, the group of 164 printed titles contained 
only 38 acts not already entered in the list in one form or another. Under these 
circumstances, a further extension in time and space of the task of compiling 
would hardly compensate for the postponement of publication. We are satisfied 
to describe this list, too, as provisional, expecting confidently that its publication 
will bring out other material of the sort that composes it. 

A few words of explanation of the procedure in compiling the list may ap- 
propriately be inserted here. The chronological arrangement has been adopted 
as the simplest for the compiler and the most satisfactory to the investigator. 
For the reason that acts were often published in the year following their promul- 
gation and sometimes republished many years later, and that for many of them 
no separately printed issues have been found, the chronological order is based 
upon the date of the royal signature rather than upon date of publication or of 
registration. A classified table of matters at the conclusion brings together under 
a small number of headings related acts scattered over two and a half centuries of 
administration. Size notation has been omitted from the collations for the reason 
that practically all of the separately printed issues are of the same format — 
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rto by fold of sheet, measuring normally 10x 8 inches. Many titles will be - 
d which seem to have little or no connection with the colonies, but as these 
generally with commerce, shipping, naval matters and privateering, their 
ring upon American affairs is usually direct and important.

The following statement of the distinctions between the various types of

“Edits were royal acts put forth spontaneously, proprio motu and concerning 
a rule only one matter, though there are exceptions.

Most commonly they 
ere of a more general nature than édits, containing provisions on a variety of 
bjects. Yet there were some ordonnances which related to a single matter and 
ere issued spontaneously without any preceding representation to the King by 
s subjects. 

“Déclarations interpreted or modified the law. 

“Mandements and rescrits were orders to execute the law; instructions were 
milar. 

“Réglements were purely administrative acts. 

“A rréts were judicial pronouncements coming from the parlements or from the 
1ambre des enquétes or from other judicial bodies.”

URING the month of October, 1929, there were received as gifts 3,835 
volumes, 15,037 pamphlets, 208 maps, and 86 prints. Among the many
